The Government of Kerala by their Order G. O. Rt. No. 4718 / . 
67/HLD dated 18-12-1967 referred the following Industrial Dispute 
existing between the above parties for adjudication . The issue referred is 
the following : 

" Bonus for the year 1965-1966 ." 
2. After notice to the parties the Unions and the Management 
appeared before this Court. The second Union has made the following 
endorsement : " NOT PRESSED " . In the statement filed by the first 
union they have raised the plea that they are entitled to get more bonus than 
what has been already paid by the Management. Regarding the question 
of bonus there was a settlement between the Management and the Union 
on 27-8-1965 . The relevant portion extracted from the settlement in the 
Union s statement is as follows: 

" The quantum of bonus for the year 1964-65 would be 12.5 per 
cent of the total yearly earnings consisting of basic wages and D. A. 
and for the year 1965-66 and the subsequent accounting years till 
such timeno surplus is available the quantum of bonus would be 
14.5 per cent of the yearly total carnings stated hereto fore and 
when allocable surplus becomes available during any subsequent 
year , the bonus shall be according to the bonus act and the rules 
then in force. During that accounting year as modified from timo 

to time subject to a minimum of 14.5 per cent. " 
The Union s contention is that for the year 1965-€ 6 they are entitled to get 
more than 14.5 per cent which has been already paid by the Management. 
They say that they have not received the copy of the Balance sheet and Profit 
and Loss Accountfor this year. But they say that the Management has 
made more profits and the payment at the rate of 14.5 per cent is not in any 
Way proportionate to the profits made by the Management. 

3. In the reply statement filed by the Management they raised the plea 
that the Union is not free to raise this plea for the reason that the settlement 
1eferred to by the Union was entered into during the year 1965-65 and the 
provision that the workers are entitled to get only 14.5 per cent of the total 
carnings as bonus has relevancy for the year 1965-66 also . The provision 
that they can ask for more bonus if the profits made would justify such a 
demand has relevancy only for the year 1966-67 and subsequent years. On 
this they would say that the Union cannot ask for more than what has been 
already paid . The agreement dated 27-8-1965 is made available to this 
court and the sameis marked as Ext, MI. 
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4. The first question to be decided is whether the plea of the Manage 
ment can be upheld in view of the provisions in the agreement. The 
Management agreed to pay bonus at the rate of 12.5 per cent of the total 
earnings consisting of basic wages and D. A. for the year 1964-65 . Thc 
wording in the agreement would suggest that they have treated two separate 
periods. One is for the year 1964-65 and the other for the years 1965-66 
and the subsequent accounting years . For the first period they fixed the 
bonus at 12.5 per cent and for the second period it is fixed at 14-5 per cent. 
The employees are entitled to more than this minimum bonus if only the 
allocable surplus available would justify the paymentof bonus at a higher 
rate . At the time of this settlement theManagement had only the figures 
relating to profit and loss for the year 1961-65 . This agreement is entered 
into during the year 1965-66 when there was no data with regard to the 
profit and loss that would be made by the Management during this year. 
Both parties have not adduced any oral evidence and there is only the 
agreement to be referred to for arriving at a decision on this aspect. The 
agreement would suggest that they have treated the year 1965-66 and subse 
quent years in one way and the previous year in another way . So the 
argument of theManagementthat the employees are not free to raise for more 
bonus during the year 1965-66 , will not hold good. 

5. The further question to be considered is whether the Management 
has made sufficient profits to justify the payment of bonus at a rate hiber 
than the rate at which the Managementhas paid bonus for this year. Ext. 
M2 is the profit and loss account for the year 1965-66 produced by the 
Management. Along with this they have produced a sheet showing that 
they have made a profit of Rs. 8,25,104-10 P. At the timeof argument the 
Management has produced another sheet showing that during this year they 
have paid Rs. 6,38,638:47 P. as bonus. This is at the rate of 14.5 % of the 
total yearly earnings consisting of basic pay and D. A. of the employees. 
There is no evidence in this court regarding allocable surplus available for 
distribution as bonus. These figures given by the Management are not 
disputed by the Union . If the profits shown is excluding the bonus paid 
then the profis made would be Rs. 14,63,742:57 P. The deductions to be 
made from this under various heads as per the provisions of the Payment 
of Bonus Act is not made clear by either parties. So the total amount paid 
as bonus cannot be said to be dis- proportionate to the profits made. In the 
absence of other data I find that the employees are not entitled to claim 
anything more than what has been already paid as bonus for the year 
1965-66 . 

An award is passed on the termsspecified above and this award shall 
come into force on the expiry of 30 days after its publication in the Govern 
ment Gazette .

If the teacher is acquitted in the 
criminal proceedings or it is proved that the liability for civil or other pro 
ceedings arose under circumstances beyond his control, on the final d cision 
of the Court, the period of such suspension shall be treated as period spent 
on duty and the teacher shall be entitled to full pay and allowances for such 
period deducting the subsistence allowance drawn by him . 

(4 ) Where a penalty of dismissal, removal or compulsory retirement 
from service imposed upon a teacher under suspension is set aside in appeal, 
revision or review under these rules and the case is remitied for further 
enquiry or action or with any other direction the orders of suspension shall 
be deemed to have continued in force on and from the date of the Original 
order of dismissal, removal or compulsory retirement and shall remain in 
force until further orders . 
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(5 ) Where a penalty of dismissal , removal or compulsory retirement 
from service imposed upon a teacher is set aside or declared or i endered void 
in conseque ce of or by a decision of a Court of Law and the authority, on a 
consideration of the circumstances of the case decides to hold a further 
enquiry against him on the allegation on which the penalty of dismissal or 
removal or compulsory retirement was originally imposed , the teacher shall 
be deemed to have been placed under suspension from the date of the origi 
nal order of dismissal, removal or compulsory retirement and shall continue 
to remain under suspension until further orders. 

(6 ) An order of suspension made or deemed to have been made 
under this rule may at any time be revoked by the authority which made or 
is deemed to have made the order. 

(7) Whenever a teacher is placed under suspension he shall be paid 
such subsistence and other allowances as may be allowed to Government 
servants : 

Provided that no teacher shall be placed under suspension by the 
manager for a continuous period exceeding 15 days without the previous 
sanction of the Regional Deputy Director of Public Instruction in the case of 
Headmaster s of secondary schools and training schools and of the Educa 
tional Officer in other cases. 

(8 ) Where the order ofsuspension is made by theManager, he shall 
on the sameday report the matter together with reasons for the suspension to 
the Educational Oiticer and where the suspension is in respect of the Head 
master of secondary school and Training schoolsuch reports shall be sent to 
the Rebional Deputy Director alio in addition to the Educational Officer .

The teacher shall be required to submit within a 
reasonable time to be specified in that behalf a written statement of his 
defence and also to state whether he desires to be heard in person.

(b ) The Manager shall forward the records of the case with a 
request to the Regional Deputy Director, in the case of Headmasters of High 
Schools and Training Schools or to the Educational Officers in other cases, 
that the formal enquiry may be conducted by that officer or any other officer 
not below the rank of an Assistant Educational Officer authorised by that 
officer or an officer of the department appointed by the Director or Govern 
ment. 

(c ) The Manager shall also intimate the Government or the 
authorised officer as the case may be, the date of initiation of the disciplinary 
proceedings and also the date of passing final order, within 7 days from such 
dates. 

(2 ) The inquiring Authority may, during the course of inquiry, if it 
seems necessary , add to, amend , after or modify the charges framed against 
the teacher in wbich case , the teacher shall be required to subinit within a 
reasonable time to be specified in that behalf any further written statement 
of his defence .

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(6 ) The Inquiring Authority shall , in the course of the Inquiry, 
consider such documentary evidence and take such oral evidence as may be 
relevant or materiil in regard to the charges. The teacher shall be entitled 
to cross-examine witnesses examined in support of the charges and to give 
evidence in person and to have such witnesses, as may be produced , examin 
ed in his defence. The person presenting the case in support of the charges 
shall be entitled to cross -examine the teacher and the witnesses examined 
in his defence. Ifthe Inquiring Authority declines to examine any witness 
on the ground that his evidence is not relevant or material it shall record its 
reason in writing . 
NOTE :-If the Inquiring Authority proposes to rely on the oral evidence 

of any witness the authority should examine such witness in the 
presence of the teacher and give him an opportunity to cross 

examine the witness, 

(7) The teacher may present to the Inquiring Authority a list of 
witnesses whom he desires to examine in his defence . The Inquiring Authority 
will normally request such witnesses to appear before him to give evidence 
Wh re the witness to be examined is any other teacher the Inquiring Autho 
rity wilnormally try to secure the presence of witnesses unle s he is of the 
view that the witnesses evidence is irrelevant or not material to the case 

under inquiry. Where the witness proposed to be examined by the teacher 
* is any other person the I. quiring Authority will be under no obligation to 

summon and examine him unless the teacher himself produces him for 
examination . 

(8 ) At the conclusion of the Inquiry, the Inquiring Authority shall 
prepare a report of the inquiry, recording, its findings on "each of the charges 
together with the reasons therefor. If in the opinion of such authority the 
proceedings of inquiry establish charges different from those originally 
framed , it may record its findings on such chargest provided that findings on 
such charges shall not be recorded unless the tear her has admitted the facts 
constituting them or has had opporiunity of defending himself against them .

(12) The procedure referred to above shall be conducted as expedi 
tiously as the circumstances of the case may permit , particularly one against 
a teacher under suspension . 

(iii) after rule 75 , the following shall be added , namely : 
75A :-Disciplinary powers of the Government or the authorised officer, 

Notwithstanding anything contained in rule 75 , if a, Manager, does 
not initiate appropriate action against the teacher , within a month 
from the date of intimation as specified in section 12 (A ) or after 
initiation of the disciplinary proceedings he is not completing the 
disciplinary proceedings within two months from the daic of 
initiation of the disciplinary action , then the Government or 
the authorised officer as the case may be shall take appropriate 
disciplinary action against the teacher concerned . But in extra 
ordinary cases for reasons to be recorded in writing the Director may 
on the application of the manager extend the time allowed to the
